Porhaps — bo- 
cause ho is striving to save his own soul, this book secms to mo to lack the vital spark 
that mado The Citadol ~ and tho strugglo against projudico to save other livos, and Tho 
Keys of tho Kingdom ~ and the struggle to salvage othor souls ~ books that gave their 
readers a cortain exhiliration and inspiration. Robert Shannon's story has been told 
boforoy~ an orphan, brought from an alien land to the home in Scotland that his mothor 
deserted, there to find suspicion, hostility, hatred of the Catholicism in which he had 
brought up, lack of sympathy with the slowly budding scientific aspirations. How he 
faces ~ or fails to face ~ these problems is the story of "the groon yoars". Cronin has 
a faculty for instilling warmth and intorest into bare bone facts, which lift this above 
the level of its not too original plot; but this does not measure up to his best work.

On what Christina Stead has managed to build her reputation we are frankly 
at a loss to recognize. We (four of us in fact) have found her consistently difficult - 
yes, boring - reading. Her abstractions, her ponderously indirect approach to her 
characters and her storics produce an effect of bogging down, so that at the end one 
doesn't particularly carc what shots driving at...For Love Alone is no exception. It 
is a novel of a search for love, or what the heroine thinks is love — of frustrated 
desire and completely unhappy little people in Australia and England of the '30's. 
Reminiscent of the style of D.H. Lawrence in Sons and Lovers, but without his uncanny 








perceptiveness. Teresa Hawkins, in her search, turns from a stifling atmosphere of home 
and teaching to a poor young student, Jonathon Crow, whom she idealizes as her pattern 
of love. He goes to England - she stays in Australia and ponders her love for three 
years, and ~ whon evontually she follows him - finds that it wasn't love after all.
